Intransigence 


HE Communist delegates 
at Geneva have agaln 
turned to outright propa- 
ganda at the seasons 
devoted to consideration of 
the Indo-China problem, and 
the renaon fa plain enough— 
they hope tu influence the 
debate — in the French 
National Assembly to a 
degree where the position of 
M. Laniel and M. Bidault 
ix made intolerable. For 
the past two days Mr 
Molotov and Mr Chou En- 
lal have been harping on 
the theme that not only the 
United States, but M. 
Bidault, the French represen- 
tative at Geneva, is de- 
termined to “extend the war 
jn Indo-China.” The ac- 
cusation in outrageous: 
nevertheless its propngandn 
potentiality cannot bo 
ignored. The French Parlia- 
ment. is widely split over tho 
Indo-China question and is 
undoubledly highly suscept- 
ible to pressure of the type 
which the Communist dele- 
yntes ont Geneva are now 
fully exploiting. The whole 
of France wants peace in 
Indo-China, but it in ap- 
parent that the nation ts 
suffering from a sense of 
frustration over the tedious 
deliberations at Geneva, 
This frustration has been 
emphasised in the National 
Assembly debate, and the 
dilemma in which the 
deputies find themselven 
placed illustrated by the 
tacit acknowledgment that 
it is futile to overthrow the 
Laniecl Government unless 
the Assembly can satisfy 
itself other men are ayail- 
able who can obtain better 
results at the Geneva con- 
ference. This seems most 
unlikely. M. Bidault has 
conducted negotiations at 
Geneva on behalf of France 
in an exemplary manner. 
He has, quite properly, 
refused to depart from up- 
proved principles, yet has 
displayed a willingness to 
make conceasions where they 
have not compromised those 
principles. The failure of 
the negotiations to produce 
anything tangible to date 
cannot blamed on M. 
Bidault. 
MERE now exists a very 
real danger of the Geneva 
conference breaking down. 
The Reds’ inalstence that 
members of the neutral 
supervisory commission 
must include Communists 
threatens to disrupt the 
entire negotiations. Unless, 
of course, the Western 
delegates submit to the 
demand. But any such action 
would undoubtedly be 
dangerous. Mr Bedell 
Smith's fear of a “built-in 
veto” resulting from the 
inclusion of Communiat 
powcra in the supervisory 
commission is not ground- 
less. The Korean ex- 
perience cannot be ignored, 
Mr Eden has proposed as an 
niternative what is known 
aa the Colombo Plan—the 
commission to consist of 
Fastern and Southenst Asia 
powers, probably the most 
fully neutral combination 
which can be devised, Ana 
it Is interesting to note that 
Mr Molotov and his 
nasociates at Geneva havo 
been unable to offer any 
genuine objection to this 
compoaition. They havo 
turned it down only becauso 
it contains no Communist 
members. It is this which 
makes the current Com- 
munist attitude at Geneva 
so ominous. If the Western 
delegates were insisting 
that the commission be 
drawn from the United 
Nations,« the - Communist 
opposition would be under- 
standable.

FATE IN THE BALANCE 


Paris, June 10. 

The French Government suffered a 
severe setback early today when the 
National Assembly refused to agree to 
Premier Joseph Laniel’s request to vote first 
on a motion favourable to fhe Government 
at the end of the Indo-China debate. 

The National Assembly had before it 
four motions — three of them expressing 
no confidence in the Government. 

The Government's request for priority 
treatment for the only motion favourable 
to the Government was rejected by 324 
votes to 269. 

The pro-Government motion read: “Anxious 
to do nothing that might compromise the efforts 
in favour of peace at Geneva, the Assembly takes 
note of the Government’s effort to bring about a 
ceasefire in Indo-China on honourable terms and 
decides to pass on to further business.” 

This did not mean that the Gov 
hs yet defeated. 

The Premier immediately asked for an 
adjournment of an hour, and a Cabinet meeting 
was held in the Assembly building. 

It was believed that in accordance with constitu- 
tional practice, this would be followed by a full meet- 
ing of the Council of Ministers presided over by the 
President of the Republic, at which M. Laniel would be 


authorised to ask for a vote of confidence in the 
Government. 


If the Government does put a vote of confidence later 
today the Assembly may at the same time agree to take

Earlier Premier Joseph Laniel, winding up the 
debate, said that if Geneva failed, the Assembly would 
be consulted on the conditions under which hostilities 
were to be continued in Indo-China. 

He said Mr Molotov’s speech did not display much 
desire for conciliation, but that however weak the chances 
of an agreement, France would neglect none of them. He 
suid the Government must be allowed to continue negotia- 
tions in Geneva and military preparation in Indo-China. 

Roth activities were part of the same battle for peace. 
France’s allies and her adversaries must know that all 
that counted for France was her honour and her vital 
interests.— Reuter.

Mr Chou En-lai, Chinese Prime Minister and Foreign 
Minister, backed the demands made by ‘his Soviet and 
Vietminh Communist colleagues and made a new attack 
on the United States and French poticy. 


A British spokesman said 
ofter today’s ninc-nation meet- 
ing in the Palace of Nations that 
In two days of plenary sessions, 
progress had been “not 
bat nil”. 

He said Mr Chou’s specch had 
made the obstacles before tho 
conference a “little higher’ than 
before. 

A United States spokesman 
declared tonight that Mr Chou’s 
specch made “Communist In- 
transigence complete’ at the 
conference.

The Hungarian Government announced today 
it has built a network of atomic and cosmic ray 
research laboratories which are “central Europe's 
biggest and most modern physics institute,” 


The cosmic ray department is headed by Pro- 
fessor Lajos Janosy, famed Hungarian physicist 
who flew home from Ireland in 1960 to work for 


the Communists. 


Official Communist __ re- 
ports published in Hun- 
garian newspapers indicated 
that Professor Junosy and 
his assistants are seeking 
ways to harness the

Te slam double is your best 
weapon against an over 
ambitious , opponent. It Isn't 
necessary to double just to get 
50 or 100 points extra tor, a 
ono-trick sot; you will be happy 
to defeat the enemy even un- 
doubled, and thua get a profit 
when the opponcnta have most 
of the high cards. The purpose 
of the double ts to induce your 
partner to make the right open= 
ing lead.

T various times, 1 have 

pointed out that the 
baby or young child needs 
an abundance of affection. 


He needs affection from an 
increasing number of persons as 
he grows older. While caressing .

by more enduring gesturte— - 
amiles, tender tones, Iistening 
roptly to what ho says, answer
